EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The application has been amended as follows: 

claim 10 line 5, the word "for" has been deleted. 

The following changes to the drawings have been approved by the examiner and agreed 
upon by applicant: show the conductors in the figure. In order to avoid abandonment of the 
application, applicant must make these above agreed upon drawing changes. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
failed to show all of the features of the present invention, including: a closed eye bolt attached to 
a cable, a U bolt attached to a decoy, where the eye bolt has an aperture that receives the 
conductors in the cable.

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Notestein et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 2,443,1 14) teaches a towed aircraft, however does not 
teach a towed decoy, a U bolt, or an eye bolt aperture that allows routing of the conductors to 
systems within the towed aircraft. Taketomi (U.S. Pat. No. 4,036,543), Morrow (U.S. Pat. No. 
3,011,737), Blier et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 5,384,751), Hawthorne et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 3,167,103).
